  16   SECTION 1.  BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 
  17  MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

  20   (A) IN THIS SECTION, "BODILY FLUID" MEANS SEMINAL FLUID, BLOOD, URINE, 
  21  OR FECES. 
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   1   (B) A PERSON MAY NOT INTENTIONALLY CAUSE ANOTHER TO INGEST BODILY 
   2  FLUID: 
 
   3    (1) WITHOUT CONSENT; OR 
 
   4    (2) BY FORCE OR THREAT OF FORCE. 
 
   5   (C) A PERSON WHO VIOLATES THIS SECTION IS GUILTY OF A FELONY AND ON

   9   (b) A person may not knowingly and willfully contaminate, attempt to 
  10  contaminate, or conspire to contaminate any drink, food, food product, or food supply 
  11  by adding disease germs, bacteria, BODILY FLUID, A BODILY SUBSTANCE, poison, or 
  12  poisonous matter. 
 
  13   SECTION 2.  AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take
